The Intelligence Project monitors more than 
700 hate groups and tracks extremist activity 
throughout the United States. It provides 
comprehensive updates to law enforcement, 

the media and the general public through its 
quarterly magazine, Jntelligence Report. Staff 
members regularly conduct training for police, 
schools, and civil rights and community groups. 


The Center, in partnership with a major 
university and the Federal Law Enforcement 
Training Center, offers an Internet hate crime 
straining course for law enforcement officers 
throughout the nation. 


Seeking Justice 


Center attorneys handle innovative 
cases that few lawyers are willing to 
take. They fight all forms of discrim- 
ination and work to protect society’s 
most vulnerable members. Several of 
the Center's cases have reached the 
USS. Supreme Court, and many have 
resulted in landmark rulings. 


The Center uses novel legal. strategies 
to combat hate groups by suing 

them for the violent actions of their 
members. Its victories against several 
notorious Klan and neo-Nazi groups 
effectively shuc down their operations. 


The Center never accepts money from 
those it helps, and it receives 

no government funding. Its work
